BLAINE’S LETTER A MASTERPIECE. 


The Secretary's Letter to Rudini a Triumph 
of Diplomatic Astuteness, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., April 16.—[Special. ]— 
Reflection has increased the satisfaction felt 
in all circles over Secretary Blaine’s reply to 
Rudini. The more the full text of the letter 
was read today the more the admiration for it 
grew. There is a plenty of gratification over 
the way in which the Secretary turns tho 
words of Rudini to his own use, and in many 
ways, say the authorities, the epistle is one of 
the best pieces of diplomatic correspondence 


ever produced, In the meantime the Secre- 


tary is resting from his labors. He has gone 
down the Potomac on the United States 
steamer Dispatch with Assistant Secretary So- 
ley, who has official business for the Navy De- 
pattment at Norfolk. The Secretary has had 
a pretty hard winter, and has accomplished 
an extraordinary number of results. Al- 
though he has practically stopped going to 
the State Department to work, he has seen 
hundreds of people at his house, and has in 
many ways covered an enormous amount of 
ground. He is now resting from this pres- 
sure.

OPINIONS OF THE BRITISH PRESS. 


London Journals Think Italy Will Be Com- 
 pelled to Back Down. 

London, April 16.—The full text of Secre- 
tary Blaine’s reply to the Marquis di Rudini is 
published in the morning papers, and is the 
subject of general comment, the tenor of 
which is that it is a strong statement of the 
American case. The Evening News remarks 
that Mr. Blaine’s attitude is by no means con- 


ciliatory, and that it is likely to lead to a re- 


newal of complications between the two coun- 
tries, which it had seemed were happily 
ended, 

The Star bluntly says: “Mr. Blaine has 
given Italy a black eye. He has resolved to 


do nothing, as Italy is prepared to back down 
Rudini ‘and Blaine are both playing a jingo 


game,but in this the Yankee politician gets 
the better of the Italian Marquis.“ 

The St. James’ Gazette pronounces Mr. 
Blaine’s letter of reply a very astute paper 
“Mr. Blaine easily shows how 
Italy has shiftea her ground in the contro- 
versy. His handling of the subject and of 
Italy will please his supporters, We are 
curious to know how the Romans will receive 
it. 

The Globe speaks of it as a well argued pa- 
per and says the dispute now takes a definite 
form, 

The Times sympathizes with the Americans’ 
determination not to allow vile social diseases 
like the Mafia to take root, but reminds them 
that they displayed little indignation when 
societies similar to the Mafia were employed 
by the Irish-American extremists.

CONDEMNED TO BE ASSASSINATED. 


A Witness in a Mafia Murder Case Warned 
That He Is Doomed. 

New Tonx, April 16.—Antonio Flaccomio 
was stabbed to death in front of the Cooper 
Union April 14, 1888, by Carlo Quar- 
teraro. Carlo Quarteraro escaped imme- 
diately after the stabbing and has never 
been Vincenzo Quarteraro, his 
brother, was arrested and indicted for murder 
in the first degree, together with his brother 
Carlo, Yesterday, on motion of his counsel, 
Recorder Smyth released him on his own re- 
cognizance, so that Vincenzo Quarteraro is 
today practically a free man, able 
to come and. go as he pleases. This 
may matterflittle to most people, but to one 
man it means a great deal. Thus man is 
Francesco Aita. At the Coroner’s inquest, 
and again at the trial of Vincenzo Quarteraro, 
he gave very damaging evidence against the 
latter.

He 
has been warned by some mysterious agency 
that he is to be killed. He says he knows he 
is a doomed man, but he has his revolver al- 
ways at hand to kill if possible the agents of 
the Mafia that he knows are for him.

HARRISON IN ALABAMA. 


HE IS WELCOMED BY GREAT CROWDS. 


AT ALL POINTS, 

Thousands of People Cheer Him on the 
Trip from Atlanta te Birmingham—Im- 
mense Throngs Greet Him on His Ar- 
rival at the Latter City—He Speaks upon 
the Marvelous Resources of the funny 
South—At Tallapoosa and Anniston. 

Atianta, Ga., April 16.—The Presidential 
party left here this morning for Birmingham 

Ala., by way of the Georgia Pacific railroad 


at 9o’clock. A great crowd assembled at the 


station and loud calls were made for a speech 
from the President, to which he responded as 
follows: 

My Fellow-Citizens: I desire in parting from 
you to give a public expression of my satisfaction 
and enjoymentin the brief visit to Atlanta. I 
saw this city once under circumstances of an un- 
favorable character. Ldid not think then I would 
like it, although we were making a great effort to 
get it. [Laughter.] 1 am glad after all these 
years td see the great prosperity and development 
that have come to you. I think I am able to under- 
stand some of the influences that are at the bot- 
tom of it all, and I am sure that I look into 
the face of a community that. whatever 
their differences may have been, however 
they viewed the question of the war 
when it was upon us, can have but one thought 
now as to what was best. We can all say with the 
Confederate soldiers who carried a gun for what 
seemed to him to be right that the Lord knew 
better than any of us what was best for the coun- 
try and for the world. You are thank- 
f for what he has wrought, and 
chiefly for. the emancipation it has 
opened up to diversified industries in these States 
that were otherwise exclusively agricultural, and 
made it possible for you not only to raise cotton 
but to spin and weave it, and has made Georgia 
such a State as it could not have been under 
the old conditions. 1 am sure we now 
have many common purposes, and as God shall 
give the power to see the truth and the right let 
us do our duty, and, while exalting our own 
rights, let us bravely and generously give to any 
other man his equal rights before the law. 
[Cheers] I thank you for your reception, which 
has been warmand hospitable. I go from you 


_grateful for your kindness, full of hope for your 


future. I cannot wish more than that the enter- 
prising landowners, whose work in grading and 
laying out the new additions I saw yesterday, will 
realize all their hopes. I am sure that if that is 
done Atlanta will not be rated the second city of 
the South. [Cheers.] 

Mr, Wanamaker on Grady. 


When the President finished his remarks, 
loud calls for Mr. Wanamaker brought the 
the Postmaster-General to the platform, where 
he spoke as follows: 

That man is unfortunate who is called on to 
speak after the President, but at such ge moment 
as this, parting from people who, in a single 
night, show so much of kindliness and good fel- 
lowship, it is not difficult to say at least our 
grateful thanks for your most generous 
welcome. Of all objects in your 
city I looked with most interest upon 
the house where a great light had gone out and 
felt again the common sorrowin the absence of 
Henry Grady, the man whose life and influence 
were larger than Atlanta. The words he spoke 
and the principles he stood for cannot be forgot- 
ten. Lf we can but learn to know each other and 
understand each other there will be fewer differ- 
ences than might be supposed. By more frequent 
intercourre and fair consideration of each other, 
we should rise to a higher level of happiness. I 
wish we had come sooner and could stay longer. 
[Cheers. } 

As the train left the city the Atlanta artil- 
lery, the crack military organization of the 
city, fired a salute and the Presidential spe- 
cial was on its way to Birmingham, 

The Presidential party had a delightful six- 
hour trip over the Georgia Pacific road from 
Atlanta to Birmingham. The special engine 
provided was completely covered with flags 
and bunting, and displayed 
portrait. of the Pres | 
showed great interest in the celebrated Red 
Hills of Georgia, the cotton plantations, and 
the evidehces of enterprise to be 
seen on every side. A feature of the run 
to Birmingham was the prominent display 
of the American colors at all the stations. The 
patriotic display of flags was particularly no- 
ticeable at Tallapoosa—known in this region 
as a “‘ Yankee city under a Southern sun be- 
cause 80 much New England capital is invest- 
ed here. 

Warm Reception at Tallapoosa. 

Tallapoosa gave the President a cordial re- 
ception. Mayor Head welcomed the Presi- 
dent and introduced him to the people. The 
President stood on the rear platform of 
the train and said: 

My Fellow Citizens: This large assemblage of 
people from this new and energetic city is pleas- 
ant andI thank you for the welcome that it im- 
plies. Lam glad to see that enterprises 
that are taking the ores from the earth and adapt- 
ing them to the uses of civilization have not been 
started here unaccompanied by that more im- 
portant work of gathering the children into the 
schools and instructing them that they in their 
turn may be useful men and women. [Applause. } 
I am glad to greet these little ones this morning; 
it is a cheerful sight. We are soon to lay 
down the work of life and the responsibilities 
of eitizenship; these mothers are soon to quit the 
ever recurring and never ending work of the 
home and give it into new hands. It is of the ut- 
most consequence that these little ones be trained 
in mind and taught the fear of God and a benevo- 
lent regard for their fellow-men, in order that 
their lives and social relations may be peaceful 
and happy. Weare citieens of one country, hay- 
ing one flag and one destiny. We are starting 
upon a new era of development, and I hope this 
development is to keep pace and to be the pro- 
moting cause of a perfect unification of our peo- 
ple. [Cheers.] 

The development which is coming to you in 
these regions of the South is marvelous. In ten 
years you increased your production of iron about 
300 per cent—nearly a million and a quarter of 
tons—and you have only begun to open these 
mines and to put these ores to the process of re- 
duction. Now, I want to leave this thought with 
you. In the old plantations of the South you got 
everything from somewhere else; why not make 
it all yourselves? [Cheers.] 

When the President concluded the local 
postmaster approached and presented hickory 
canes to Mr. Harrison and the Postmaster- 
General and other persons presented flowers 
to the ladies of the party. 8 

‘Soon after passing Tallapoosa the train 
crossed the Georgia line into Alabama, and at 
the same time the Governor of Alabama and 
his staff left Birmingham in a special train to 
meet the President.

A reception was given Mr. Joseph Jefferson 
and Mr. W. J. Florence by the Twentieth 
Century Club at the residence of Mrs. Nor- 
man B. Ream, No. 1901 Indiana avenue, from 
8 to 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. Jeff- 
erson and Mr. Florence ure averse to accept- 
ing invitations to gatherings of any sort, but 
to the invitation sent them for this reception 
they replied with the statement that it would 
give them great pleasure to meet the members 
of thefclub. One hundred of them were pres- 
ent to welcome the distinguished actors. In 
the large drawing-room seats had been ar- 
ranged. Charles D. Hamill acted as master 
of ceremonies. 

In introducing Mr. Jefferson Mr. Hamill 
made reference to the place Mr. Jefferson had 
always held in the affections of the people and 
said the favor in which the stage and the play- 
ers were held at the present day was due to 
such men. 

Mr. Jefferson was warmly applauded. He 
said he was playing a new role in attempting 
oratory. Charles Lamb had said thepeople of 
the world were divided into two classes, those 
who were borrowers and those who were lend- 
ers. If one belonged to the latter class he 
should at least lend cheerfully. He would 
divide the people into two more classes— 
those who were orators and those who were 
not. He belonged to the latter class. But he 
would submit cheerfully even if he did not 
make a cheerful speech. 

Standing Between Comedy and Tragedy. 
The Twentieth Century Club was one formed 
for the purpose of discussing weighty sub- 
jects, and while he would prefer to discuss 
some other subject than the stage he felt that 
this was a question which the members would 
prefer to hear him talk about. Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds had once painted a picture of David 
Garrick entitled Between Comedy and Trag- 
edy, in which Garrick was represented as 
standing with the muse of comedy on one 
side and the muse of tragedy on the other. 
Each was endeavoring, seemingly, to draw the 
actor her way. He was following the tragic 
muse, but was casting a wistful look 
towards comedy, as though he would 
prefer to follow her. These were the two 
great factors in the dramatic art, and Garrick 
was one of the few actors who seemed equally 
at home with either of the muses. Some one 
had asked him which of the two was the most 
difficult to portray, and Garrick had answered: 
“TI feel equal almost any time to playing 
tragedy, but comedy, O1 that is always a 
serious business. For his part Mr. Jefferson 
said he had never carried on a flirtation with 
tragedy. His had always been the part of 


Mr. Jefferson followed with a reference to 
the Rivals, of which he spoke most enter- 
tainingly. Sheridan had written the Rivals”’ 
and the School for Scandal when only 23 
years of age, the two marvels of dramatic 
literature. He thought the Rivals was the 
greatest. work of Sheridan, and undeubtedly 
the finest piece of comedy written since the 
days of Shakspeare. When he decided to put 
it on the stage he thought some changes could 
be made that would make it more acceptable 
to American audiences. He had noticed for 
many years a growing disinclination on the 


nature, and ‘then it | 
might be easily overdone. For this re ie © 
had concluded to make certain re visions, 
despite the protests of his friends. People 
said to him that the audience would hiss him 
from the stage and that dramatic critics would 
condemn him in unmeasured terms if he 
should dare to make changes in the work of 
Sheridan. One friend had predicted that 
Sheridan’s ghost would come in wrath to 
haunt him, but Mr. Jefferson said, with that 
familiar smile of his, that the late Mr. Sheri- 
dan had not put in an appearance yet. 

He did not claim any credit for the changes 
made. He had-only changed such portions as 
were necessary to make it euitable to present 
audiences. Mrs. Drew had once asked him 
to have printed an edition of the Rivals ” 
as changed by him, but he had refused. The 
emasculated play might look well behind. the 
footlights, but in cold type it would present a 
sorry figure compared with the original as 
written by Sheridan, In making the changes 
in the Rivals he had cut it down so that in 
presenting it only two and one-half hours 
were required instead of five, as in the orig- 
inal version. Mr. Jefferson said he had talked 
quite enough about the stage and he desired 
to say something about Chicago. He was not 
a native of the great metropolis of the West, 
and he could not say, like the Italian prima 
donna on her return to New York, how glad 
he was to get back home. Chicago was, how- 
ever, the place where he had been married, 
and every one present understood how serious 
a matter marriage was. He was always glad 
to get back to the city, which, if not home to 
him, was always filled with pleasant asgocia- 
tions. 

Mr. Jefferson’s remarks were frequently in- 
terrupted by applause and at the conclhsion 
he was given an ovation. . 

How to Make the Stage a Power for Good, 


Mr. Florence, when introduced, said he had 
been in a state of mental trepidation ever since 
he had received the invitation to address the 
club. He was not accustomed to appear as an 
orator, and those present might see how ner- 
vous an actor could be when playing a new 
role. He had been glad that his confrére had 
spoken first, but, now that his time had com, he 
was rather sorry that he had not preceded Mr. 
Jefferson, so that it would have all been over 
so faras he wasconcerned. Shakspeare had 
said, When two men ride a horse one must 
ride behind,” and he was well enough pleased to 
ride behind on that occasion. He believed 
the club was formed to give serious thought to 
various subjects. For his part he had never 
given any very serious thoughts to anything. 
It had often been said that the stage was a 
power for good or evil. Mr. Florence thought 
that the power for good lay as much with the 
audiences before the footlights as with those 
who appeared behind them. The people 
should set their faces against such plays as 
were not up to the proper moral standard. 
This would be the means of purifying the, 
stage and making it a power for good. The 
people were always telling actors what they 
should do through the columns of the press, 
and he proposed to take every opportunity 
that was presented of telling the people what

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SECRETARY RY BLAINE’S REPLY TO ITALY. | 

The — of Secretary Blaine to the note 
from the Italian Government of April 2 set- 
ting forth a modification of its views as to ju- 
dicial and claiming indemnity due 
to the families of the New Orleans victims will 
add to the satisfaction of the American peo- 
ple over the masterly manner in which he 
handles the diplomatic phases of the question 
and the firmness and dignity with which he 
upholds the rights and honor of this country. 
So far as the first demand of the Italian 
Government is concerned, there no longer re- 
main any grounds for misunderstanding. At 
the outset it asserted the right to demand and 
obtain the punishment of the alleged murder- 
ers as unquestionable. It has now modified 
its position ao far as to ask nothing beyond 
the prompt institution of legal proceedings 
through the regular channels, and with this 
our own Government expresses its satisfaction. 
The second demand, that for indemnity, oc- 
cupies the largest part of the Secretary’s let- 
ter, and here again he leaves no doubt as to 
the attitude of the Government. The Mar- 
quis Rudiniis politely but emphatically in- 
formed that it has not recognized any indem- 
nity as due to the families of thedead Italians, 
but only as due to those Italian subjects who 
may have been wronged by a violation of the 
rights secured to them under the treaty with 
the United States concluded Feb. 26, 1871.“ 
In discussing this sub Mr. Blaine cites as 
a precedent the decision of Mr. Webster in 
1851 in the Spanish case, in which he denied 
the right of Spanish subjects to any special 
indemnity. They could only have the same 
protection as was afforded to our own sub- 
jects, with the additional advantage that while 
citizens could bring suit in State courts the 
Spanish subjects could prosecute either in 
State or Federal courts. The Italian subjects 
in question have the same remedy guaranteed 
by the Constitution and by the civil code of 
Louisiana, If acase can be made for the 
Federal courts it will be so made. Mean- 
while all that the President can dois to urge 
expedition in the investigation, and that he 
has done. Foreign residents are not a favored 
class. They can only expect the same redress 
as Americans. In the case in question, how- 
ever, it is not believed that a case for indem- 
nity can be made out unless it can be made to 
appear that the public authorities of Louisiana 
connived at the killing or were guilty of gross 
negligence in not taking steps to prevent it. 
In closing, Mr. Blaine pointedly says: 

‘If, therefore, it should appear that among those 
killed by the mob at New Orleans there were some 
Italian subjects who were resident or domiciled 
in that city agreeably to our treaty with Italy 
and not in violation of our immigration laws, and 
who were abiding in the peace of the United 
States and obeying the laws thereof and of the 
State of Louisiana, and that the public officers 
charged with the duty of protecting life and prop- 
erty in that city connived at the work of the mob, 
or upon proper notice or information of the 
threatened danger failed to take any steps for the 
preservation of the public peace. and afterwards 
to bring the guilty to trial, the President would, 
under such circumstances, feel that a case was 
established that should be submitted to the con- 
sideration of Congress with a view to the relief of 
the families of the Italian subjects who had lost 
their lives by lawless violence. 

In this exhaustive discussion of the question 
at issue between the two countries Secretary 
Blaine has completely vindicated the position 
taken by the Government from the outstart, 
and the further investigation of it will have to 
proceed upon the lines laid down by him. 
The inquiry will be full and complete, and if 
the Italian Government can make out its case 
| that treaty rights have been invaded it will 
then be in order to submit the case to Con- 
gress for such relief as it shall deem just and 
legal. It must be admitted, however, that the 
conditions as laid down by Secretary Blaine 
are such as will make it well-nigh impossible 
for Italy to demonstrate sufficient reasons 
why any indemnity should be paid. If under 
these circumstances the Marquis Rudini con- 
cludes to give Minister Porter his passports it 
will not advance the Italian interests, and it 
may bring out a sudden change in the rela- 
tions of the two countries which will make it 
necessary for this Government to corral the 
Italian thieves, banditti, and cutthroats of the 
Mafia, Mala Vita, and other secret organiza- 
tions and ship them back to the sunny clime 
whence they fled to escape their own Gov- 
ernment’s penalties and to save their worth- 
less lives. 


REJECT THE FRAUDULENT RETURNS. 
It is probable—indeed almost certain—that 


the Canvassing Board will complete the count 
of the municipal vote as far as the face of 
the returns is concerned some time this 
forenoon. It is conceded that the totals will 
show that Hempstead Washburne is elected 
Mayor, Mr. Van Cleave City Clerk, 
and Mr. Richolson City Attorney. Mr. 
Kiolbassa, a renegade Republican, turned 
Democrat for office, is probably elected City 
Treasurer over Jacob H. Tiedemann, and 
more’s the pity. 

But the work of the Canvassing Board will 
not be completed today. The Republican 
managers and the representatives of Carter 
H. Harrison will present evidence this after- 
noou, or it may be tomorrow, which, in their 
judgment, will compel the Canvassing Board, 
from a sense of justice and fair play and in the 
interest of honest elections, to reject many of 
the returns partially canvassed. There are 
several such returns. But only three need be 
considered at this time to demonstrate the 
logic of the position assumed by Mr. Bliss and 
Mr. Underwood for the Republicans and Mr. 
Kraus and Mr. Goldzier for the Chicago 
Democracy.“ 

In the case of the Eighth Precinct of the 
Sixth Ward it will be proved—at least so the 
Republican managers claim—by three of the 
five election officers, whose evidence will be 
corroborated by independent witnesses, that 
there was not a fair count of the ballots, that 
the tallies were erased and altered to conform 
to a false count, that there was interference 
by unauthorized parties, and that the law 
violated in the precinct 
in question. In the matter of the Second 
Precinct of the Nineteenth Ward the pol- 
books are blank for the first 100 numbers. 
There are, therefore, no means of ascertain- 
ing who cast the first 100 votes; that is to say, 
if there were 100 votes cast to correspond to 
the 100 blanks preceding the first written name. 
The tally-sheets are scratched and distigured.

It is not necessary to refer to other instances 
of fraud. But itis argued that the “face of

The intention of the law is to prevent fraud. 
That was the purpose of its enactment. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that it is to be con- 
strued so as to give effect to the schemes of 
| dishonest, perjured public officers. It is all 
very well to say let those guilty officers be 
punished. They are mere accessories. The 
principals are those in. whose interest the 
fraud was attempted. Shall those principals 
be allowed on a miserable technicality, a mere 
quibble, to benefit by the frauds for which it 
is proposed to punish their agents? 

To count the palpably fraudulent returns 
now would be to encourage fraud and to put 
a premium on dishonest and thieving prac- 
tices at elections. The rejection of the returns, 
on the other hand, will teach a wholesome les- 
son. It will put.an end to conspiracies for 
stuffing registries, changing tallies, and 
bogus poll-books, Itis probable that the re- 
jection of the returns where fraud shall be 
proved will not. affect the election of asingle 
officer. That being the case the Canvassing 
Board can view the evidence without the sus- 
picion of partisan bias. Let justice be done. 
This community has some reason to respect 
Judge Scales and to have confidence in the 
judgment of himself and a majority of his 
colleagues. The test comes now. 


LOOPHOLES IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
COPYRIGHT LAW. 

Tun Tarpunz more than once has declared 
that the first persons to protest against the 
new International Copyright law would be the 
authors themselves, who were largely responsi- 
ble for ite passage. The law does not go into 
effect until the ist of July, and already these 
protests are ‘beginning to be heard with de- 
cided emphasis. The Brooklyn Standard- 
Union, one of the advocates of the law, con- 
tains an interview with one of the most prom- 
inent authors of New York, who has been 
studymg the bill and who has come to the con- 
clusion that the authors have been working 
against their own interests. 

The gentleman in question points out 
numerous loopholes in the law. Prior to 1875 
ali the publishers were opposed to an interna- 
tional copyright. Shortly afterwards followed 
the era of the cheap library reprints of foreign 
works. The old publishing houses, not caring 
to compete with them, turned their attention 
to American literature, with the result that it 
has greatly flourished since that date. The 
authors were in clover. They did not need 
the international copyright, but were dra- 
gooned into its advocacy by the old publish- 
ing housés, which were determined to choke 
off the cheap libraries and monopolize the for- 
eign business, They were better f without 
it. The publishers, however, wanted it and 
they got it, with what result is thus stated : 

It has been held out to us that American liter- 
ature will be greatly benefited by international 
copyright, but really I am unable to see how we 
are to aid our own literature by passing an act 
that will share with the authors of another nation 
what we previously had wholly to ourselves so 
far as all but the: cheapest publications are con- 
cerned. The author bas acted generously and un- 
selfishly in endeavoring to remove from the Na- 
tion the stigma of literary piracy regardless of his 
own selfish interest in the matter, but when we 
come back to self-interest he has been the stalk- 
ing horse of the publisher, type-fouuder, paper- 
maker, and their kindred, and written himself 
down a monumental ass. 

Another feature of the law which promises 
to be a disappointment is that which provides 
that a book by a foreign author must be wholly 
manufactured in this country in order to obtain 
copyright. This was conceded on the demand 
of the printers. ‘‘ Consequently only the best 
known and well-established foreign authors 
will be able to benefit by the law, as no Amer- 
ican publisher will take the risk of making a 
book by an unknown foreigner or of one who 
though he be well known at home is unknown 
here.“ Such a condition of things. would have 
ruled out Mill, Carlyle, Darwin, Spencer, and 
many another eminent author. Again the law 
prohibits the importation of foreign books 
copyrighted here. But,“ says this author in 
his interview: 

Colleges, libraries, collectors, and many private 
individuals demanded the right to import foreign 
editions of copyrighted books for their own use 
and not for sale,such importation being per- 
mitted only with the written consent of the au- 
thor or other holder of the copyright. The re 
quirement of the consent was stricken out in 
the passage of the bill,so that anybody can im- 
port two copies for use and not for sale.“ Here's 
a loophole through which you could drive a team 
of Barnum's elephants without touching. What 
is to hinder any bookseller from acting as 
the importing agent of 50, 500, or 5.000 peo- 
ple who want foreign-made copies of any for- 
eign book, map, or other composition that has 
been copyrighted in the United States? Some- 
thing like this will surely happen before the law 
has been in operation a single month. 

And what is to hinder anybody, he asks 
again, from importing two copies of a book 
today, two copies tomorrow, two the next day, 
and so on until the millennium? These ex- 
tracts from the interview show that at last the 
authors are beginning to waken up to the ab- 
surdity of their recent campaign for interna- 
tional copymght. They begin to see that after 
next July they must take a back seat in behalf 
of their foreign competitors. The American 
author “has shaken the tree and the foreign 
authors gather the fruit. He has beaten the 
bush and they bag the game.” It is safe to 
say that before the next Congress meets these 
same authors will be clamoring not only for 
radical amendment of the law but ultimately 
for its repeal and a return to the profitable 
and satisfactory conditions of the last fifteen 
years. 


SOME ALLEGED EPISOOPALIAN HERETICS. 

At last the heresy agitation has begun in the 
Episcopalian Church and Prof. Briggs of the 
Presbyterian fold will have the consolation of 
knowing he is not the only churchman who 
may be hauled over the coals, Having suc- 
ceeded in deposing Brother MacQueary from 
his pulpit a movement has begun in New 
York to bring the Rev. R. Heber Newton, the 
Rev. Dr. W. S. Rainsford, and the Rev. Dr. I. 
Newton Stanger up to the rack for inviting 
clergymen outside the Episcopal Church to 


preach and take part in the special Lenten 


services of this year and last in their respect- 
ive churches. A protest has been sent to the 
Bishop of New York, signed by twenty-four 
rectors, forty-eight non-rectors, ten professors 
in the General Theological Seminary, and 
fifty-two laymen, who join in the deciaration 
that these three rectors have acted in contra- 
vention of the law of the church, which pro- 
vides as follows:

GROVER CLEVELAND “CLEVELAND on THOMAS JEF- 
FERSON. 


Ex-President Cleveland attended the dinner 
given by the New York Democratic Club on 
Monday night to celebrate the (New Style) 
birthday of Thomas Jefferson, and made a 
speech from which the following extracts are 
taken: 

It is a glorious thing to belong to a party which 
has a beginning with the first years of our 
Government, and full of achievemente interwoven 
with all that has made our country great and 
meee our Depts Bars 

We are reminded on this occasion that we not 


by the people and forthe people as any American 
who ever lived. A claim to such political ancestry 
ws, of itself, sufficient to lend honor and pride to 
membership in a party which preserves in their 
vigor and purity the principles of that Democracy 
which was established by Thomas Jefferson. 

These principles were not invented for the pur- 
pose of gaining popular assent for a day, nor 
only because they were useful in the early times 
of the Republic. They were not announced for 
the purpose of serving personal ambitions, nor 
merely for the purpose of catching the suffrages 
of the people. They were laid as deep and broad 
as the truths upon which the fabric of our Gov- 
ernment rested. . 

It seems to me that this is peculiarly a time 
when the Democratic party should be mindful of 
its relations to the country, of its responsibilities 
as the guardian of sacred principles, and of its 
duty to a confiding people 

If Mr. Cleveland thought what he said was 
true he shows that he knows but little of the 
record of his own party or of the doctrines of 
Jefferson, whom he seeks to deify. If he had 
spent in the study of American political his- 
tory the tinie he has wasted in the writing of 
letters full of platitudes or speeches stuffed 
with nickel-plated thoughts he would have 
known that while Thomas Jefferson was an 
exceedingly wily and successful politician he 
had none of the qualities of a National states- 
man, as he did not believe in a National 
Union. He would have known that the only 
important principle with which Jefferson is 
identified, and which was his fatal gift to the 
party he founded, was that of State sovereignty 
and antipathy to National sovereignty. 

Jefferson had nothing at allto do with the 
making of our National Constitution. He 
was out of the country at the time, but he was 
opposed to it. The kind of government it 
provided for did not suit him. He did not 
want one made by the people of the thirteen 
colonies to act directly on them. He wished 
for merely a confederacy of the States. He 
preferred that the thirteen little States should 
form a loose league with a sort of central gov- 
ernment, which could act only through and by 
permission of the State Governments. The 
poor, weak, shambling Articles of Con- 
federation suited him well enough, though 
their trial in war and in peace had shown most 
men that a Government which had not a na- 
tion behind it, but simply thirteen little in- 
dependent States, could not command obedi- 
ence at home or respect abroad. But for 
French arms aud money and Dutch money 
the revolted colonies, destitute as they were of 
a Government mhich governed, would have 
been conquered by England, and would proba- 
bly be occupying today the position of the 
Dominion of Canada or the Commonwealth of 
Australia towards the mother country. 

Jefferson was opposed to any form of gov- 
ernment which lessened in the slightest de- 
gree the sovereignty of his own State of 
Virginia, or even of as insignificant a State as 
Delaware or Rhode Island. Therefore he at- 
tempted to give to the Constitution an inter- 
pretation which would denationalize the Gov- [+ 
ernment as far as possible. To accomplish 
that evil end he proclaimed the principle that 
the Constitution was but a mere compact be- 
tween sovereign: States, any one of which 
could decide for itself whether there had been 
a breach of the compact, and could nullify 
any law of Congress it deemed to bein dero- 
gation of its rights. 

He sowed in the Virginia and Kentucky 
resolutions the dragon’s teeth of his deadly 
doctrine. The first growth from that seed was 
the arch-nullifier Calhoun, who took up Jef- 
ferson’s principle and carried it a little farther 
than his teacher. When a monument to Cal- 
houn was dedicated in Charleston during Mr. 
Cleveland’s Presidency he, being unable to at- 
tend in person, wrote a fulsome letter in which 
he held up the life of Calhoun as an example 
to American youth for study and imitation. 


Was Mr. Cleveland aware of Calhoun’s teach- 


ings or did he only know that he was a free 
trader and commend him for that alone? 

The second growth from this Jeffersonian 
seed was Jeff Davis. He carried Jefferson’s 
principle to the point of secession and armed 
resistance and rebellion to the General Gov- 
ernment. Then came a terribly bloody and 
costly war. The yearly pension bill of nearly 
$150,000,000 which the taxpayers of the United 
States pay is on the results of Jeff Davis’ ap- 
plication of Tom Jefferson’s principle. Every 
reflecting taxpayer has cause to remember 
Jefferson and the Democratic party, but not 
with affection. 

This much may be said in favor of Mr. 
Jefferson: That when he was President he 
was untrue to his “ great principle,” and put 
through measures, like the purchase of 
Louisiana, which were of great benefit to his 
country, although he pretended to believe 
they were unconstitutional. Had any State 
interfered with him while President he would 


have trodden down the alleged rights of 


the State that nullified acts of Congress, re- 
morselessly. He was one of the most incon- 
sistent men this country has ever produced. 
In word or deed he was on both sides of near- 
ly every question at one time or another. 

Mr. Cleveland makes a mistake when he at- 
tempts to make this man the demigod of the 
Revolution or to rank him above Wash- 
ington or Lincola. Such sentiments will not 
help Mr. Cleveland in the. attempt which he 
inten’s making next year to become Presi- 


dent again.

But 
the Woman's Board also has ideas and a pol- 
icy of its own, and has not coincided with its 
subordinate. Being of a gentler nature and 
more patient disposition Mrs. Palmer has 
striven with Miss Couzins and tried to reason 
her out of her untenable postion, but all in 
vain. 

Lawyer Couzins, however, was too set and 
perhaps she is too old to yield her position, 
and she fell back upon force, and thereby 
adopted the masculine method and exposed 
herself to masculine penalties. 

The moral of the case illustrates the fact 
that force is the last and final arbiter for 
women as for men, and that in such 
eases they will have to resort to the. 
same tactics as men. It reaches even 
farther than this. It shows that it will not be 
a paradise when women do all the ruling, for 
so long as human nature retains its present 
weaknesses there will be obstreperous women 
who refuse to obey their superior officers, and 
where there are obstreperous women they 
must be dealt with by masculine methods. 


Tun New York Evening Post makes the 
point that the renewa! df gold exports toa 
considerable amount ought to redirect public 
attention to the law which requires the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to buy 4,500,000 
ounces of silver per month. This product of 
American industry is peculiarly well fitted for 
export and it was exported in large quantities 
prior to the time when the United States was 
required to buy it for home storage instead of 
letting it go abroad, where the demand for the 
metal is just as steady as ever. Now the Gov- 


| ernment steps in just as the silver reaches the 


seaboard and takes it all, or nearly all the out- 
put of our mines, pays gold for it, and locks 
it up. Then the exporters who would have 
taken the silver to send abroad and pay our 
debts with it taxe the gold instead. That is a 
fair statement of the case brought about in 
the supposed interest of a few silver mine 
owners in the West and at the instigation of 
Alliance men who thought they would stand a 
chance of getting a cheaper dollar with which 
to pay home indebtedness if the silver dollar 
were made more plentiful. It is only legiti- 
mate to expect that this drain on our gold will 
continue till prices of other exportable com- 
modities are lowered so much that the foreign- 
ers will prefer taking them to getting the 
money for spending elsewhere, and it is hard 
to see how such an arrangement can really 
benefit any important class of the community. 


Why a German Will Not Establish a 
Woolen Mill in This Country. 

A German manufacturer, writing to the Dry- 
Goods Economist under date Gera. March 12, ex- 
plains the reasons why he has decided not to es- 
establish the manufacture of his goods, all-wool 
Henriettas,” in the United States after having 
made a personal examination of the conditions in 
this country. The chief reason why he decides to 
stay at home is “the high duty on raw wool, 
yarne, and dyestuf's, which handicap the Ameri- 
can manufacturer in his competition with foreign- 
made goods, and which preclude any possibility 
of his being able to work for export. This,” he 
continues, makes the American manufacturer 
absolutely dependent on the American market 
only. The German, English, or French, manufact- 
urer, onthe other hand, 1s free; all materials are 
at his disposal, raw wool being free, while the 
duty on yarn is sufficiently small to permit of yarn 
being imported when the required quality is not 
available in one of the three named countries.” 
On the subject of wages he says 

have myself visited 8 6 cities 
near New York as well as the more distant places; 
I have visited several mills, and I believe that I 
have thereby obtained a clear idea as to what are 
the conditions in the weaving industry in the 
States of New Jersey and Pennsylvania. As far 
“as piece dyed dress goods are copcerned, the 
wages in Pennsylvania for weaving all-wool Hen- 
riettas, the most important article in this branch, 
are hardly 25 per cent higher than. in Germany. 
But what weight can 2% per cent higher wages 
have when the import duty on the goods is from 
80 to 100 per cent?’ [The actual wage difference 
is over 50 per cen 
half less than in this country.] 

Here it is, but we shall never expect McKinley 
or Aldrich to tell the truth about it. A tariff of 
80 to 100 per cent is enacted where the difference 
in wages is only B per cent, and then we are as- 
sured that the only object of the McKinley bill ig 
to compensate the manufacturer for the differ- 
ence in wages. Such counterfeits will not pass 
very well in the next Presidential campaign.
